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During the Elba City 
Council meeting held Mon- 
day evening, Sept. 28, at 
Elba City Hall, assistant city 
clerk Pat Boothe announced 
her plans to retire in early 
2021. 

Boothe told council 
members she wanted to give 
adequate notice by letting 
them know her retirement 
date would be March 1, 
2021. 

“T have enjoyed my 40- 
plus years of service to Elba 
and its citizens and appreci- 
ate your kindness and sup- 
port over the years we have 
served together,” she said. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
said he would be sad to see 
Boothe go, but he wished 
her well in her retirement 
when the day comes next 
year. He jokingly noted he 
would go home ahead of her 
as the new mayor would 
take office later this year. 

“Pat has been a very good 
employee to me_ per- 
sonally,” the mayor said. 

During her activity re- 
port, Boothe said the 
Hawkins-Williams Park 
restroom renovation project 
should be completed this 
week. She also noted the 
project for renovations at 
the Elba Theatre were again 
moving forward. 

The water meter replace- 
ment project ongoing for 
the city is 70 percent com- 
pleted, according to Boothe. 
She also said the bid for 
new electric meters had 
been award also. 

Boothe gave a special ac- 
knowledgment to the em- 
ployees of the Elba Senior 
Center. While senior centers 
remain closed due to 
COVID-19, Boothe said the 
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Elba Fire Chief Drew 
Parker addressed the Elba 
City Council during its reg- 
ular meeting Monday even- 
ing, Sept. 28, to inform the 
council that the fire depart- 
ment had been awarded a 
FEMA grant to purchase 
some new equipment. 

Parker said the grand 
award was for $51,250 and 
is a 95/5 match grant. 
Therefore, he said the de- 
partment’s cost would be 
roughly $2,500. 

“The tools we are going 
to replace with these monies 
are about 15 years old,” 
Parker said. “This grant pro- 
gram has been very good to 
us over the years.” 

Parker said the plan is for 
the fire department to re- 
place its gas-operated hy- 
draulic rescue equipment 
with a new battery-powered 
hydraulic rescue tool used 
for extrication. Also, he said 
the funds would allow the 
department to purchase sta- 
bilization struts to accom- 
modate the extrication 
equipment. 

“With this new tool, we 
can be cutting in less than 
60 seconds after arriving on 
scene,” Parker said. “The 
tools we are purchasing also 
will allow us to actually be 
able to lift a vehicle off of 
someone, if needed.” 

Over the past 10 years, 
Chief Parker said this

employees of the Elba 
Center have stayed busy 
over the past several months 
delivering meals to their 
seniors each weekday. 

In June, she said the 
center delivered 1,102 
meals; in July 1,200 meals 
were delivered even with 
the week of the 4th of July 
being a non-delivery week;

EMA director provides COVID-19 update for county

The Coffee County Com- 
mission approved a procla- 
mation Monday, Sept. 28, 
during its regular meeting 
recognizing September as 
Hunger Action Month. 

The proclamation was 
presented to David Hanks, 
executive director of the 
Wiregrass Area Food Bank. 
He thanked Coffee County 
for its continued support of 
area food banks. 

“We are doing all we can 
to help folks through this 
COVID-19 crisis,” Hanks 
said. “Our area food banks 
distributed 4.5 million 
pounds of food in Fiscal 
Year 2020.” 

EMA director James 
Brown provided commis- 
sioners with his bi-weekly 
COVID-19 report, and he 
said the numbers continue 
to fluctuate. 

“The fluctuation in 
numbers reminds us to re- 
iterate it is still mandatory 
{until the governor an- 
nounces otherwise] for us to

public,” Brown said. 

He said it is expected that 
Governor Ivey would make 
an updated announcement 


on COVID-19 regulations ° 


later this week. 

A couple weeks ago, 
Brown said Coffee County 
had 78 new cases over the 
14-day period for an aver- 
age of 5 per day. As of Mon- 
day, he said the new cases 
were up to 146 over a 14- 
day period for an average of 
10 per day. 

“Based on our numbers, 
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we believe there are 38 ac- 
tive/infectious cases in Cof- 
fee County [as of 
Monday],” Brown said. 
“Also, there are about 90 
people currently quaran- 
tined. If our cases don’t go 
down for two weeks, our 
risk factor goes up.” 

He said local ICU beds 
remain pretty full. There- 


fore, he said it is still impor- 


tant for citizens to take 
precautions. A sudden out- 
break in cases would make 
it difficult on the hospitals, 
Brown said. 

During the recent Hurri- 
cane Sally weather event, 


engineer Marty Lentz said 
the county highway depart- 
ment responded to 54 trees 
across roadways. He said, at 
one point, during the 
weather event that 24 roads 
within the county were 
closed. 

As of Monday morning, 
Lentz said the county still 
had five road closures — 
County Roads 205, 723, 
332, 365, and 239. 

While giving his report, 
Lentz asked commissioners 
to approve two bids.

Elba Council votes to join USMayors.org to allow 
Housing Authority to apply for grant program funds

Upon request of the Elba 
Housing Authority, the Elba 
City Council voted Monday 
night, Sept. 28, to join the 
USMayors.org group. 

The reasoning behind this 
request was to allow the city 
and housing authority to 
move forward with a pro- 
posed grant partnership. 
The idea was proposed by 
Laurie Chapman, executive 
director of the Elba Housing 
Authority, during the Sept. 
14th council meeting. 

The city pays $1,992 per 
year to join the 
usmayors.org organization, 
and that is a requirement for 
the housing authority to be 
able to apply for the grant 
program, according to 
Chapman, 

This would be a Micro 
Loan Program for Land- 
lords, Grant awards are 
$75,000 for first place and 
$50,000 for second place. 


Also, in joining 
usmayors.org, Chapman 
said the city would be open 


for additional networking 
opportunities, training, pol- 
icy development, and other 
benefits. 

Chapman said the grant 
proceeds, if Elba is awarded 
a grant, would be used to 
provide micro-grants to 
landlords to bring houses up 
to Housing Quality Stan- 
dards. She said the micro- 
grants would range from 
$2,500 - $5,000 each. 

“Application would give 
priority to properties that 
have not been on Section 8 
in the past three years,” 
Chapman said. “Applicants 


would outline proposed im- 
provements and expenses, 
and the scope of work must 
render the unit suitable for 
tenancy.” 

Chapman said currently 

the Elba Housing Au- 
thority owns and maintains 
125 public housing units. 
She said 15 units are houses 
owned by the authority, and 
110 units are apartments lo- 
cated in four different com- 
plexes in Elba. 

Through Elba’s Section 8 
Program, Chapman said the 
Elba Housing Authority has 
119 Housing Choice 
Vouchers. Section 8 tenants 
are under contract with pri- 
vate landlords and their rent 
amounts are subsidized by 
the Authority. 

“We have 18-25 unused 
vouchers at any given 
time,” Chapman said. “In- 
adequate housing stocks 
exist in Elba due in part to 
flooding and a prolonged 
FEMA process. The future 
of HUD funding here for 
this program is in peril.” 

Chapman said the idea 
behind this grant program is 
to attract more property 
owners to become Section 8 
landlords. She said the 
micro-grants from the pro- 
gram could help property 
owners work to get their 
property up-to-standard and 
allow them to rent to Sec- 
tion 8 tenants. 

Chapman said Section 8 
housing is good for Elba be-

As the COVID-19 
pandemic continues this 
fall, the Alabama Hospital 
Association, the Medical 
Association of the State of 
Alabama and the Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) have joined 
forces to urge Alabamians 
to get vaccinated for the flu. 

They note that with the 
additional impact of 
COVID-19, it’s more 
important than ever to get a 
flu shot and to get it early. 

“Yearly influenza 
vaccination of all persons 6 
months of age and older is 
the best way to protect 
yourself and your family 
from potentially serious 
complications,” said Dr. 
Scott Harris, State Health 


Officer. “Sadly, last year 
only half of Americans got 
the vaccination, and more 
than 400,000 were 
hospitalized for the flu. 
Getting vaccinated is easy 
and can lower the risk of 
the flu, doctors’ visits, 
hospitalization and even 
death. The vaccine also 
reduces the risk of heart 
attack and stroke among 
high-risk groups.” 

To remind the public of 
the importance of flu shots 
and to dispel some myths, 
the organizations will be 
hosting Flu Fact Fridays on 
their social media accounts. 

“One of the myths is that 
healthy people don’t need 
the flu vaccine,” said 
President of the Medical 


Association, Dr. John 


* Meigs. “While the highest 


tisk is for those with 
underlying conditions, 
we’ve lost thousands of 
healthy adults and children 
each year to flu, so that’s a 
myth we need to address 


tight away.” 
An influenza vaccination 
will not prevent 


COVID-19, but it is the 
best way to minimize the 
tisk of flu. 

“Tt is important that we 
minimize concurrent 
outbreaks of flu and 
COVID-19,” said Dr. Don 
Williamson, president of 
the Alabama Hospital 
Association. “Every flu 
season can be 
unpredictable, but this year 


is especially complicated 
with the pandemic. We 
need to do everything we 
can to keep our hospitals 
and other ~ healthcare 
providers from being 
stretched to capacity as they 
care for COVID-19 patients 
and other patients.” 

The three groups stress 
that while the flu and 
COVID-19 are different 
infections, they share many 
of the same symptoms — 
fever, headache, sore throat, 
muscle aches and fatigue. 
These similarities may 
make illnesses more 
difficult to diagnose and 
treat. Getting a flu vaccine 
will reduce the chances of 
possible misdiagnoses and 
of getting both diseases at 


the same time. 

For high-risk persons, 
vaccination is especially 
important to decrease their 
tisk of severe flu illness. 
People at high risk include 
young children, pregnant 
women, and people with 
certain chronic health 
conditions. People 65 years 
and older are also at higher 
risk from COVID-19. For 
more information about flu 
vaccine, _ please see 
theInfluenza Fast Fact 
Flyer. 

Influenza _ vaccination 
also is important for health 
care workers, and other 
people who live with or 
care for people at higher 
tisk to keep from spreading 
flu to them.

Bradley Bowers ee at Elba QB Club meeting 


The guest speaker Friday, 
Sept. 25, at the Elba Quar- 
terback Club’s ‘game day’ 
lunch meeting was Bradley 
Bowers, a Class of 2000 
graduate of Elba High 
School. 

Bowers currently is the 
assistant principal at Zion 
Chapel School, a part of the 
Coffee County School Sys- 
tem. 

“T am a third generation 
Elba Tiger,” Bowers said. 

He said he grandfather 
and dad both played foot- 
ball at Elba before him. 

“For me it was like a rite 
of passage,” he said. “You 
did not feel like you had to 
play football...it was just 
what you did. As a boy 
growing up in Elba, if 
someone asked you, ‘What 
do you want to be when you 
grow up?’ the answer was 
‘an Elba Tiger.’”

ESCC sees increase in enrollment 


Despite pandemic 
restrictions and a transition 
to a new — student 
information system, 
Enterprise State 
Community College saw an 
increase in Fall 2020 
student enrollment. 

From Fall 2019 to Fall 
2020, ESCC saw a 2.6 
percent increase in student 
enrollment, following a 
trend of — enrollment 
increases at the College 
since Fall 2016. In addition 
to an increase in enrollment 
numbers, more students are 
taking online general 
academic and dual 
enrollment classes, 

Face-to-face instruction 
on the Enterprise campus is 
the only area that saw a 
decrease in student numbers 
this fall. More online and 
hybrid class offerings were 
established as part of the 
College’s COVID-19 safety 
protocols. 

Though there are fewer 
students taking classes on 
campus at ESCC this fall, 
instructors have made sure 
the same educational 
experience found in a 
traditional classroom can be 
found in the College’s 
online classes, according to 
English, Foreign 
Languages, and 
Communication Division 
Chair Dr. Anna Head. 

“Since March, instructors 


have strived to create 
unique learning experiences 
for students who are 
pursuing their education 
under challenging 
circumstances,” Head said. 
“Within the Division of 
English, Foreign 
Languages, and 
Communication, faculty 


members have employed 
innovative technologies and 
honed their skills in the 
intricacies of virtual 
instruction in order to retain 
and perhaps even exceed 
the pre-pandemic level of 
instruction. 

In addition to online 
courses, technical courses 


offered on the Ozark 
campus and dual enrollment 
classes offered on both 
campuses saw an increase 
in students. 

ESCC President Matt 
Rodgers said, “This is a 
testament to the staff. They 
continued to reach out to 


our students during a 
difficult time. They 
answered questions, 


provided support and made 
every effort to help our 
students every step of the 
way to enrollment and 
registration. Everyone at the 
College has risen to the 
occasion, and I am so proud 
of this amazing group of 


people.” 

During the summer, 
ESCC and AAC 
transitioned to a new 
system, Banner. This 


transition meant students 
could not register for 
classes during May, June or 
part of July. This, in 
addition to no or reduced 
face-to-face interaction led 
to new recruitment and 
registration efforts.

Tiger turnovers prove fatal in 27-20 loss

The Elba Tigers battled 
the 3A Providence Christian

Elba received the opening
